AMATEUR LICENSE FEES GONE 


On July 30, 1991, the House Energy and 
Commerce Committee passed H. R. 1674, the 
FCC Authorization Bill, and sent it to the full 
House. The bill specifically exempts Amateur 
Radio licensees from user fees. The full House 
is expected to consider the bill after the August 
recess. The Senate Commerce, Science, and 
Transportation Committee is expected to take up 
its version of H. R. 1674 (S. B. 1132) sometime 
in early September. 


PELTS DENIED 


The FCC has decided not to create a Personal 
Emergency Locator Transmitter Service (PELTS) 
at this time. The Service, proposed in PR Docket]. 
89-599 was envisioned as operating in the 220- . 
222 MHz range, which has just been reallocated 
from the Amateur to the Land Mobile Service. 


RECIPROCAL AGREEMENT WITH 
MEXICO | 


On July 9, 1991, the FCC announced that the U. 
S. and Mexico have made a reciprocal operating 
agreement. As of mid-August, the procedures 
for obtaining a license in Mexico have not been 
released.

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TOTAL SOLAR ECLIPSE, AS SEEN BY JOE GREGORY, WA6DQN 


Club member Joe Gregory, WA6DQN, and Jane 
Gregory sailed to the mouth of the Gulf of 
California the second week of July to view the 
total eclipse of the sun. Viewing conditions were 
excellent! The ship maneuvered to a spot free of 
high clouds, which had threatened to cover the 
sky at the critical moment. The period of totality 
was unusually long - 7 minutes - which allowed 
time to look at the eclipsed sun and its bright 
surrounding corona, and also to observe several 
bright stars and 3 or 4 planets, which were 
conveniently close to the sun. 


The Norwegian Cruise Lines ship Southward 
was chartered for this trip by the alumni 
associations of several universities. Stargazers 
were prevalent on the passenger list, and the

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array of cameras and telescopes spread on the 
deck the morning of July 11 would have stocked 
several optical stores. Six astronomers relieved 
the monotony of the cruise to and from the 
eclipse site with discussions of the eclipse 
phenomenon and other topics, such as the 
possibility of extraterrestrial intelligence and the 
calendar systems of ancient meso-Americans. 


After the eclipse, the ship stopped at Mazatlan, 
Cabo San Lucas, and Ensenada, before returning 
to San Pedro. The sea was calm, the weather 
fair, and we frequently saw porpoises and sea 
birds following the ship. Altogether, it was a 
delightful trip.
